Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 1/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues in claim 12 that prior art of Bruwer and Irvin et al does not render the 
resultant combination obvious.

Regarding claim J 5, Di Troia disclose in Fig. 1-3, a control device (Fig. 1 ) comprising a 
self-contained electrical circuit ( 12) adapted to be removable, inserted in scries with a battery 
power source (28) (Fig. 2) for a battery powered load device (26) (Fig. 3) .including a timer (61) 
(Fig. 3) that automatically times out and shuts off the battery power to the load device at a

5. Claim 1 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Bruwer in view 
of Irvin et al. 

Regarding claim J 2, Bruwer disclose in Fig. X a. small thin disc ( 803 \ configured and 
si/.ed for insertion in a battery cavity between a load device ( 105) t and the battery ( 1 0 1 \ (Bruwer, 
Fig. 8A) (Col. 10, Line 2) t having an automatic shut off liming dev ice by a switch ( 1 02) (Bruwer, 
Fig. 8A) (Bruwer, Col. 8, Line 26) (Bruwer, Col. 10. Line 37) and (Bruwer, Abstract) . However, 
Bruwer is silent on a limitation of a motion sensor (motion switch). Irvin disclose a control 
device in Fig. 4, comprising a motion sensor (motion switch) (220) (Irvin, Fig. 4) (Irvin, Col. 5, 
Line 54). Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Bruwer's 
control device by combining the motion sensor (motion switch) as taught by Irvin et al. 
Combining motion sensor (motion switch) of Irvin et al for capabilities to maximize battery life 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill.
